more, of the social agencies of a 
community." 


These cards contain identifying 


information, such as the nams, ad- 
dress, age, sex and occupation of 
each individual receiving, solicit- 
ing, or regarded as needing as-. 
sistance .together with the names 
of social agencies that have con- 
tacted these persons, and record- 
n£ the dates when such contacts 
ipre made. 
Various cities and other com- 


munities throughout the state are 
utilizing 
this "clearing house" 
plan. 


All types of social agencies, pub- 


lic and private, including relief, 
family welfare, health, child wel- 
fare ,and protective and corrective 
agencies, are using- it. 


The records prepared in connec- 


tion with the operation of 
these 


clearing houses are "strictly con- 
fidential." Only accredited 
social 


akencies and persons who prove 
themselves charitably interested in 
an individual are permitted 
to 


have access to the limited infor- 
mation placed on the cards.
